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CONVENTION HIGHLIGHTS 



The Seventy-fifth anniversary convention of the Icelandic Synod 
was held in the Glenboro parish June 6th to 8th with all parishes repre¬ 
sented. Distinguished guests are pictured above: The Rev. 0. Donald 
Olsen, host pastor; The Hon. George Johnson, Minister of Health for the 
Province of Manitoba, and a member of First Lutheran Church in Win¬ 
nipeg; The Most Rev. Sigurb.iorn Einarsson, Bishop of the Church of 
Iceland; The Rev. Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, president of the United 
Lutheran Church in America and the 50,000,000 member Lutheran World 
Federation; The Hon. Duff Roblin, premier of Manitoba; and the Rev. 
Eric H. Sigmar, synod president. 

MERGER — The big item of discussion was the merger of the 
United Lutheran Church with the Augustana Lutheran Church (Swedish 
background), American Evangelical Lutheran Church (Danish back¬ 
ground), and the Suomi Synod (Finish background), scheduled to become 
effective January 1, 1963. The combined membership of this merged 
body will be more than 3,000,000. 

The decision facing the Icelandic Synod is whether to disband with 
congregations becoming part of geographical area synods or to continue 
as a separate language synod. If the synod disbands the 31 congregations 
would become members of five new synods: the 20 in Manitoba and one 
in Saskatchewan would be a part of the “Manitoba-Saskatchewan Synod”; 
the five in North Dakota would be in the “Red River Valley Synod”; the 
two in Minnesota would be in the “Minnesota Synod”; the two in Wash¬ 
ing in the “Pacific Northwest Synod”; and the one in Vancouver in the 
“Alberta-British Columbia Synod.” 

The decision on the merger will be made at next year’s convention. 
Congregations are asked to get as much information as possible (Con¬ 
vention minutes, etc.), hold a meeting to discuss and vote on the matter 
during the year, and instruct their delegates to the next convention. 
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CONFERENCE — If the Icelandic Synod does decide to disband an 
Icelandic Conference within the merged Church will be its successor. 
The purpose of the conference would be to maintain ties with the 
Church of Iceland; published “Sameiningin” and other religious materials 
for people of Icelandic background; and to promote common interest and 
projects. Any congregation or individual could participate in the pro¬ 
posed conference. , 


PAPER COMING — The Rev. K. K. Olafson, a man five years older 
than the Icelandic Synod, who served as its president for twenty years, 
presented a paper, “As I Have Seen It,” at one of the evening programs. 
It was filled with historical insight, humor, and deep Christian faith. 
By order of the convention it is being printed and will be made available 
to our people in the near future. 


BETEL — The Synod gave its approval for “Betal Home” to seek 
a new charter with the title “Betel Home Foundation.” This home for 
the aged in Gimli will no longer be run by the Synod, nor be responsible 
to it, but will be a non-profit charitable foundation. But a majority of 
its directors (eight of the twelve) will be elected by Lutheran congrega¬ 
tions in Manitoba which are currently members of the Icelandic Synod. 

LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION — The director of Canadian Luth¬ 
eran World Action, the Rev. Clifton Monk, reported to the convention 
that Canadian Lutherans sent 207,000 pounds of clothing to refugees last 
year (one camp of 40,000 refugees near Jericho is entirely clothed by 
what our Canadian Lutherans gave). This year 2,000,000 pounds of sur¬ 
plus pork is being sent to the hungry overseas by Canadian Lutherans, 
and we continue to provide milk for a million children in India every 
day. We run a 300 bed hospital for Arab refugees and a 50 bed hospital 
for Hong Kong refugees. We have regular schools and trade schools 
to help these unfortunate peoples — what good does it do to feed and 
clothe them is they never will be unable to support themselves and have 
to remain on relief rolls? 

It was pointed out that Canadian Lutherans were able to go the 
second mile in 1959. Although the Icelandic Synod congregations in 
Canada gave only 51% of their quota (U.S. congregations gave 38% of 
their quota) other synods made up the deficit, and more, so that more 
work than was planned could be done in the name of Christ among the 
world’s desperately needy.

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AROUND THE SYNOD 

The biggest news in our synod this fall is that for the first time in 
thirty years every parish has a pastor. This happy state of affairs came 
about when one synod! pastor changed parishes and two new men 
accepted calls to our synod’s congregations. 

SELKIRK — The Rev. Edward A. Day, pastor of the Selkirk con¬ 
gregation for three years, resigned on July 31st to accept a call to the 
Illinois Synod. The Rev. Wallace M. Bargman, pastor of Minneota parish, 
then accepted a call to Selkirk effective September first. He was installed 
October 2nd by President Sigmar. 

Pastor Bergman was born in Arborg, Manitoba, attended school in 
Gimli; graduated from United College in Winnipeg and Northwestern 
Seminary in Minneapolis; and was ordained by our synod in 1958. 

MINNEOTA — The Rev. Donald R. Johnson then accepted a call to 
the Minneota parish. He is a graduate of the University of Minnesota, 
and a 1960 graduate of Northwestern Theological Seminary in Minne¬ 
apolis. 

Pastor Johnson was ordained in an unusual service which is sig¬ 
nificant in view of the coming merger of four Lutheran Church bodies. 
On Sunday, September 18th, he was ordained into the ministry of the 
United Lutreran Church in America in an Augustana Lutheran Church 
in Minneapolis. The ordination sermon was preached by the Augustana 
pastor; the rite of ordination was conducted by the president of the 
Northwest Synod of the U.L.C.A.; and he is serving an Icelandic Synod 
congregation. 

GIMLI — The Rev. Lome Nadiger, formerly of Victoria, B.C., ac¬ 
cepted a call to the Gimli parish in September, and was installed by 
President Sigmar on October 9th. Pastor Nadiger is a graduate of the 
University of Saskatchewan and the Lutheran Seminary in Saskatoon. 
He served a parish in Yelm, Washington, as well as the congregation in 
Victoria, before coming to Gimli. 

The Gimli parish was without a pastor for seventeen months. How¬ 
ever, the Rev. K. Simundsson, of Seattle, Washington, served as interim 
pastor for nine months of that period. 

Let’s hope this doesn’t have to happen in our congregations; 

Dr. Donald L. Houser, executive secretary of the ULCA Board 
of American Missions, received the following quarterly report from 
the pastor of a new mission congregation in the Middle West: 

“New interest. Many new faces. The future looks good. Pastor 
leaving.” 

EDITOR RESIGNS — Mrs. Beryl Goodman, editor of the “Parish 
Messenger” for the last three years, has resigned because of ill health. 
She has been ill for several months; hospitalized for a while; and may 
have to have surgery in the near future. We are grateful for her faithful 
work, and pray for her complete recovery. 

The Rev. O. J. Larson has been appointed editor for the remainder 
of the year. 


L/lie Parish Iflessenge 
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RETIRED PASTORS HONORED — The synod voted at the June 
convention to present “Certificates of Appreciation” to its five retired 
pastors. They are: the Rev. Dr. K. K. Olafson, the Rev. Dr. Harald 
Sigmar, the Rev. S. 0. Thorlaksson, the Rev. Sigurdur Olafsson, and the 
Rev. G. P. Johnson. 

Dr, K. K. Olafson, who celebrated his 80th birthday on September 
28th, was presented his certificate during the Glenboro convention.

ST. STEPHEN’S BUILDING — The Ground Breaking service for 
the new St. Stephen’s Lutheran Church in St. James, Manitoba, was held 
on the evening of June 16th with over 140 persons attending. Actual 
construction began on July 18th, and the building has progressed 
steadily. The cornerstone was laid following the morning service on 
Sunday, September 25th. It is expected that the church will be com¬ 
pleted by late November. The Rev. E. H. Sigmar is the pastor. 

DR. EYLAND’S TRIP — The Rev. V. J. Eylands, pastor of First 
Lutheran Church in Winnipeg for the last twenty-two years, spent the 
summer on a European-Palestine tour. He found the trip enlightening, 
but strenuous. During his absence the Rev. K. Simundsson served as 
interim pastor. 

LANGRUTH — The Langruth congregation has purchased a new 
parsonage which is being fully modernized. The Rev. Ingthor Indridason 
is the pastor. 

ARBORG — The Arborg congregation remodeled the interior of its 
church building last winter, and the exterior was painted in September. 
The congregation plans to construct two additions to the church this 
fall, install modern plumbing and a new furnace. Total cost of the 
project is expected to reach $15,000. 

CONVENTION DELEGATES — The bi-annual convention of the 
United Lutheran Church in America is meeting in Atlantic City October 
13-20. Our synod’s delegates are: the Rev. Eric H. Sigmar, synod presi¬ 
dent; the Rev. 0. Donald Olson, synod secretary; Dr. Frank Scribner, 
Gimli; and Arni Josepheson, Glenboro.

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SYNOD FINANCES LAGGING 

Figures coming from the office of the synodical treasurer, Oskar 
Bjorklund, reveal that benevolence receipts from congregations are much 
lower this year than in 1959. At the same time expenses are higher, as 
expected. Our synod’s remittances to the United Lutheran Church for 
its world-wide program are less than half what they were a year ago 
at this time. A bulletin from the Stewardship Office shows our synod 
last of the 32 synods in percentage of receipts remitted. 

The situation is serious and remedial measures must be taken im¬ 
mediately in all parishes if even a minimum program is to be continued. 
The Stewardship Committee is convinced that members and pastors, be¬ 
coming aware of the situation, will not be satisfied to see any of the 
work of our synod curtailed because of insufficient funds, nor the United 
Lutheran Church deprived of any of the expected support from our 
Icelandic Synod. 


“Seek first the kingdom of God, and His righteousness; and all 
these things shall be yours as well.”
